Masses Not So Well Off. 


* 
It has been shown, in this and pre- 
‘ceding articles, that. the. position . of 


‘the German State and of German in- 
dustry and commerce in general is 
sound and moving toward prosperity. 


‘What, now, is the situation of the 


German taxpayer, which is to say, of) 
the individual German? 

Not. too happy, if the answer be ex- 
pressed in its briefest terms. A small 
fraction of the population—the big 
ers, manufacturing magnates who}. 
have survived the deflation crisis, 
wealthy land owners and influential 
financiers who are engineering vast in- 
dustrial tions—are extremely 
well: off: 

A still — —— minority⸗merechants, 
wholesale i retail; smaller manufac- 

turers, s brokers, jobbers, hotel 
proprietors and amusement purvéyors— 
are making reasonable, in some cases 
generous, profits, now that they have 
consented to reduce to more normal 
Bize the overwide margin between pro- 
duction cost and price to the ultimate 
consumer to which the Agént General 
for Reparation Payments has called at- 
tention in his reports. 

But the bulk of the German people— 
the professional, salaried~ and wage- 
earning classes—continue to be less 
‘prosperous than before the war, al- 
though, of course, in better shape than 
during the inflation years. 

German labor bears the .brunt of 
German taxation. -Wages produce some 
60 per cent. of the income. and 
nearly one-third of the total tax re- 
ceipts. In addition, almost everything 
the. worker consumés either is sub- 
jected to high imposts, as in the case 
of tobacco, beer and sugar, or is kept 
dear by a protective tariff extending 
to staple foodstuffs. The tax on in- 
come from capital yielded only 82,- 
000,000 marks last year, as against 
1,367,000,000 marks from the levy on 
wages. A “German millionaire pays 
proportionately less to the State than 
a British or American one. 

Reliable statistics on German wage- 
scales are few and far between now- 
adays. Weekly earnings in twelve 
highly organized labor groups, which 
aré among, the best paid, show an 
average increase of 37 per cent. over 
the 1913 average. The official index 
of cost of living, however, shows an 
increase of 41 per cent. over 1913. 

‘Generally speaking, the purchasing 
power of today’s average wage cer- 
tainly do s not exceed per cent.. of 
the pre-war wage, which means that 
the average worker is 10 per cent. 
worse off than he was twelve years 
ago. Of course, on the other hand, 
his hours of toil are shorter. But the 
fact that his pay per hour is bigger 
does not help him to feed and lodge 
+his family better per week. 


Workers Back the Republic. 


Yet, curiously enough—since its con- 
dition has deteriorated rather than im- 


' proved under the new régime—it is 
the working.class which most stanchly 
supports the Republic in Germany. 
Th2 Social Democracy, as the Socialist 
Party is called here, is the Republic’s 
backbone. The only other avowedly 
republican factions are the Catholic 
Cenfrists and the Democrats. Between 
them this trio can -.muster only about 
wa per cent. of the votes in the geeichs- 


g. 

Thus, in the majority of its mem- 
bership, the legislative branch of the 
German Republic is anti-republican. 
Since, however, the majority is com- 
posed of such antagonistic elements as 
the Nationalists on one side and the 
Communists’ on the other, it consti- 
tutes no -immediate danger for the 
existing order. 

The monarchist idea is represented in 
Parliament by the Nationalists, the 
ultra-reactionary Voelkische and the 


| Peopie’s Party, which latter, however, 


is devoted only theoretically to the 
restoration of royalty. These parties 
‘compose the Black-white-red union— 
the old imperial colors—which elected 
Hindenburg President against Marx, 
the Black-red-gold Republican candi- 
date. Yet today Marx is Chancellor, 
and the Populists, whose chief is For- 
eign Minister Stresemann, are collabo- 
rating’*in support of his Cabinet with 
‘the. Centre, arx’s own party, and 
Democrats. Hence the Black-white- 
red threat to the republic is largely 
hot-air oratory.

He meets 
with a cordial reception—very unlike 
that of inflation’ days, when he was 
frowned on as a cprrency profiteer— 
from the time he reaches the frontier. 
From customs inspector to hotel mana- 
ger, everybody smiles ingratiatingly 
upon him, for Germany has come to 
realize the value of the totrist trade.. 
He finds prices Migh—in Berlin higher’ P 
than anywhere. else on the European 
Continent—but, if he is an American, 
not so high as in New York. 

‘Outwardly the picture that peer tat 
the visitor is little different from th 
of pre-war times. There are fewer 
uniforms visible, the spiked helmet has 
vanished, and occasionally the new 
German flag is glimpsed over public 
buildings. 

The American observer will note in 
the Berlin streets an amazing number 
of American automobiles, and will find 
on inquiry, that despite a skyscraper 
tariff they can be sold here, gwing to 
our mass production, cheaper than 
German cars of similar class.- ‘The 
people he seés in the main thorough- 
fares are as well dressed as his com- 
patriots at home—save that the Ger- 
man woman is less responsive to Paris 
modes than the American.

is largely due to the efforts of Dr. 
Stresemann. -Of course, at Locarno he: 
worked with Chancellor Luther,. who 
battled with him for ratification of the 
Rhineland Treaty. Yet it remains true 
tHat since the proposal was first made 
for the Reich’s coming into the League 
Dr. Stresemann has constantly and 
consistently borne the burden of bring- 
ing his own> country to take’ that 
oats: 

aaie 2 who has followed the events 
leadirig up to tomorrow’s ceremony has 
failed to see that there was no great 
enthusiastic majority in Germany in 
favor of joining the League and mak- 
ing. the arbitration compact with 
France. From the start there was op- 
position. ‘There were those in Germany 
who thought the Reich’s best chance 
of. getting back her place In the sun 
was to play closer with Russia and 
thus swing away from England and 
France and the League. 

M. Tchitcherin, the Russian Foreign 
Minister, did his best to make this 
opinion prevail. There were those who 
thought it against Germany’s’ dignity 
and amour-propre to take part in the 
League, which had come to be re- 
garded by so many Germans as an 
Allied controlled instrument for en- 
forcement of the Treaty of Versailles 
and that it was against the interést 
of Germany. Dr. Stresemann held to 
his -policy: and is now. victorious. - 

This does not mean for one moment 
that the skillful and hard-headed: 
German Foreign Minister * came \ to 
Geneva this afternoon filled only with 
humanitarian and unnationalistic de- 
sires to better “international relations. 
Dr. Stresemanf himself ‘says’ Ke is 
for the League because it is Ger- 
many’s best play to join the League. 
He believes Germany will be better 
off within the League than in re- 
maining outside. But that does not 


|} change the fact that both Germany 
jand the League owe Dr. Stresemann | 


a great deal for this week’s develop~’ 
ment ‘at Geneva. 


Atmosphere _at Present Sympathetic. 


And, too, Dr. Stresemann comes into 
an atmosphere which, at least at the 
outset, is sympathetic. The Geneva 
leaders remember the. highly digni- 


fied attitude of Dry. Stresemann as well 
as of Chancellor Luther last March 
when kept waiting at the door of the 
League after being itivited to Geneva 
to become members, and the. special 
session of the Assembly adjourned 
without admitting them. Never once 
did he show official anger or pique. 
At the end of that miserable session he 
proposed to M. Briand and Sir Austen 
Chamberlain a statement reiterating 
the faith of its authors in the Locarno 
Treaty and promised to Jeave Ger- 
many’s application on file until Sep- 
tember. He “vould easily have been 
forgiven at home if he had _ with- 
drawn the application, but faithful to 
his policy he took the path of moder- 
ation and patience. 

Of course, false steps on Germany’s 
part at this time would bring. a~re- 
action from -the great allied nations 
and those they control. Should Dr. 
Stresemann tomorrow try to disavow 
Germany’s war guilt or drive an 
opening wedge for revision of the 
‘Versailles Treaty the effect would be 
deplorable. He should wait, and those 
in close touch with him say he will. 
wait and that no faux pas will be 
chalked up again the German delega- 
tion in the next two weeks. 


Canadian Hits at United States. 


The fact that Germany’s joining the 
League leaves the United States and 
Russia the only big nations outside 
gave special point to part of a<speech 
by Sir George E: Foster of Canada 
before today’s session of the Assembly. 
Sir George said he brought word from 
the great expanse between the Gulf 
of Mexico and the North Pole. 

“Sometimes it would almost séem as” 
though America were appropriated by 


our friends of the. United States of 
America,” he said. ‘I am here. to 
make a definite statement on that 
matter. There are others who live 
in America and who do not have the 
happiness to live under the flag of the 
United States. I am not proposing to 
answer for all that part of North 
America lying north of the Gulf of 
Mexico, but I am here to state that 
the League of Nations in its ideals 
and purposes has within those limits a 
population of more than 130,000,000 
who are in absolute sympathy with the 
aims and purposes of the great peace 
organization to which we belong.” 

Sir George reviewed the status of the 
League in 1920 and now, finding there 
had been great progress, which gave 
proinise of still further progress. 

Turning again to his neighbors on 
the south, the orator said: 

“Our first great disappointment was 
that we were deprived of the active co- 
operation of the United States. Many 
a sceptic and-doubter said the absence 
of the United States from the League 

spelled its end. They said that without 
the United States it would be impos- 
sible for the League to do effective 
work. Yet in spite of ‘that we Have 
gone on. step by step: 

‘We have dou that without opposi- 
tion from the United States. It is true 
that nationally one United States does 
not belong to the League, but it is 


of vthe ‘United. Staten as’ individual 
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it would give the United States many 
edvanteges 3 over League members. 
Cecil; Laments Delay on Treaties. | 
In a long speech reviewing the last 
year’s work of the League Viscount 
Cecil showed that: Governments were 
‘ess expeditious than the ‘League in 
that. a great number of conventions and | 
agreements framed and signed under 
‘League tutelage had not —— ratified 


by the signatories.” 

With respect to the important com- 
mercial agreements* signed by fifty- 
five nations there had. been only 
| twenty-three. . ratifi¢ations. ‘The  in- 
ternational - waterways convention, 
drafted five’ years ago and signed. b 
twenty-seven nations, had been rati- 
fied hy. onty eleven. Thirty-one nations 
signed ‘the convention on the traffic 
in arms and not one had yet ratified 
it. The opium, agreement was signed 
by thirty-four nations. and so far. only 
six had ratified, these six being mem- 
bers of the British Empire. He pro- 
posed a resolution. asking the delegates 
sig speed up action by their Parlia- 


ents. 

ape Cecil then’ warned against - the 
League extending its activities. too, 
widely. He thought too — thinss 
were being tried. That. the. League 
should vi itself to — — 
arbitration and security compacts and 
the standardization of labor conditions 
he thought was very well, but he 
questioned the wisdom of: the educa-. 
tional officials of the League trying | 
to get swimming baths internationally 
adopted. 

He wanted League efforts centred on 
really international questions, working 
toward the day when all diplomatic 
and all.Government international busi- | 
ness would be transacted at Geneva. 
He suggested: a. permanent committee 
to rule whether suggested new activi- 
ties were really sntetnationsl in char- 
acter. 


Stresemann “‘Glad to Be Back.” 


GENEVA, Sept: 9 (4).—Great crowds 
tonight welcomed the Germans back’ to 


Geneva. Dr. Gustav Stresemann, the | 


Reich Foreign Minister, weary ‘ but 
smiling after an uncomfortable hot 
trip from Berlin, said as he stepped 
from the train: 


am glad to be: here. 
to be back in Geneva. I am 
see such an optimistic 
spirit.”’ 

Later he remarked to.the newspaper 
correspondents, alluding to the sig- 
nificance of Germany’s formal éntry 
into-the League of Nations tomorrow: 

‘The. last three or four years in 
Europe have been the overture to a

play which is now ‘beginning. I hope |. 


that play will lead to the reconstruc- 
tion of Europe, so neceSsary- after all 
that Europe has suffered during the 
horrible war.’’ 

Dr. Stresemann declared that this re- 
construction was possible only by co- 
operation and good faith. Referring to 
the March crisis, when Germany failed 
of election to the League, the Minister 
said they had all witnessed what they 
felt to be a. disaster, yet had left 
Geneva in the hope that all would be 
settled. 

‘Tt am gratified,’’ he added, ‘‘that the 
policy, which moved by way of Lo- 
carno and led to Geneva, has proved 
so successful.”’ 

The Reich Foreign Minister glided 
over the problem of the reorganization 
of the Council, which caused the resig- 
nation of Brazil and at least the tem- 
porary withdrawal of Spain, by saying 
that the great question was whether 
the Gouncil could work well and that 
developments indicated a promise of 
great success. 


ITALY URGES SPAIN TO STAY, 


Expects Her to Accept Semi-Per- 
manent Seat in League. 

ROME, Sept. 9 (4).—Ftaly expects 
Spain In the near future to resume ac- 
tive participation-in the League of Na- 
| tions, accepting a semi-permanent seat 
on the League Council. In making} 
this assertion to The Associated Press 
today, an official spokesman said the 
Fascist Government intended to do 
everything in its power to. persuade 
Spain to itake such a course, 


.There were signs already, he ‘said, 
that Spain was tending toward recon- 
sideration of her refusal of a semi- 
permanent Council sent.

Faces Parting of the Ways. 
It is this new fact in the national 


'| life of the Soviet Union, of which the 


Opposition. has been born and remains 
@ symbol: the fact. that the country 
is now. rapidly approaching a ‘place 
where the ways part and where a fun- 
damental decision must be taken. 

This fact is called ‘‘new’ because it 
bas not. long been apparent; indeed, it 
is not yet generally recognized, but it 
is a fact nevertheless, a fact imminent 
and portentous.

has balanced the budget, stabilized the 
currency and, generally § speaking, 
made life for a great majority of the 


“population of a country literally shot to 


pieces by war and revolution, certainly 
as tolerable as, if not actually superior 
to, pre-war .conditiohs. 
hough many points and principles 

of Communist dogma have been sacri- 
ficed, the basic principle of State con- 
trol by @ proletarian dictatorship, exer- 
cised by the proletariat’s self-appointed 
guardian and representative, the Rus- 
sian Communist Party, is retained.

MUNICIPAL BONDS 


Lebenthal Co. Starts New Ser- 
vice to Collect on Defaults. 


. Lebenthal & Co., specialists in “odd 
‘lot municipal bonds, announced yes- 
terday the establishment of a new 
service to assist’ in the collection of 
.principal and interest on municipal 
bonds in default and in the collection 
of interest on bonds of municipalities 
which are slow in payment. 

“Although . becoming exceedingly 
rare, there are still a few cases of 
default arising in the muncipal bond 
field,” said. I, S. Lebenthal, head of 
the firm. ‘‘In some instances coupon 
bonds are presented for payment on 
the first of the month, but funds for 
payment are not ready. for disburse- 
ment until the fifteenth of the month. 
While strictly speaking this delay con- 
stitutes a default, it is due, of course, 
to the fact that the municipality often 
unwittingly permits itself to become 
classed among chronic slow payers. 
‘On the other hand, many municipali- 
ties properly zealous for the preserva- 
tion of their credit do not find it diffi- 
cult to collect necessary funds in 
readiness for disbursement as interest 
falls due.’’ ‘
